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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. The application has been amended as follows: In line 3 of claim 40, the term 
"thin" has been removed, since this term is a relative term that is not defined by the 
claims. In line 5 of claim 40, the term "vulcanisation" has been replaced with the term -- 
vulcanization-- for grammatical clarity. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Claims 30-37, 43, and 46 are allowable. The restriction requirement, as set forth 
in the Office action mailed on 18 May 2007, has been reconsidered in view of the 
allowability of claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). The 
restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the 
limitations of an allowable claim.
